FARMERS LIMITING 
THEIR PRODUCTION 


No man engaged in general' fa rm ­ 
ing would think of limiting himself 
to the small amount of land that he 
could work with a hoe. 
Tho grower 
of hay would not think of limiting 
his production to that which he could 
cut with a scythe, or the grain grower 
to that which he could cut with a 
cradle. 
But in many sections of the south 
a great habit has grown up among 
cotton 
farmers of 
limiting them ­ 
selves, not to what they can work 
with a hoe alone, but to what they 
can work with a hoe and a one-horse 
plow, and can pick with their hands. 
In the days when farm labor was 
exceedingly cheap this may have been 
as good practice as any for those who 
were in position to Hire the extra 
hand labor. 
But as the cost of labor 
has advanced the need for more effi­ 
cient implements has increased. 
Thanks to the spirit of progress, 
thousands of farmers throughout the 
south have seen the folly of limiting 
themselves to hand labor and one- 
horse implements. 
By using two- 
horse 
plows and 
cultivators 
they 
found they were able to work much 
more land in crops. 
By changing 
their cropping system to fit, they har­ 
vest a part of their crop by machinery 
and, therefore, are not limited alto­ 
gether to w hat they can pick by hand. 
Some are taking the lessons even 
further and using four horses to the 
plow'. 
Many are introducing tractors 
to pull larger implements in order 
that they may do more work with a 
less amount of labor. 
But there is a limit to the extent 
to which improved implements can 
be made to pay. As more implements 
are added the investment mounts 
higher and higher. 
The extent to 
which improved implements can be 
used will vary with the size of the 
farm, the condition of the farm, clear 
or stumpy, level, rolling or steep, 
smooth or stony, and the characte 
of farming engaged in. 
It has been 
seen that quite a few farms wer * 
really over-stocked with farm imple­ 
ments. 
That is bad management. 
The best that any man can do is to 
study machinery in relation to his 
farm, his system of farming, and the 
possible modifications thereof. Study 
the implement catalogs. Consult your 
county agent. Find what implements 
are most needed on your place and 
get them first. 
Then, from time to 
time, add such others as will really 
help to put more acres to work­ 
ing for you. 
Economic conditions 
today demand that every farmer re­ 
move his limitations as rapidly as 
he can.— The Progressive Farmer.

PROPER RAISING OF 
POULTRY ON FARM 


Many persons suddenly acquire the 


i "poultry fever” and go into poultry 


i production without learning how to 
I do the work. 
They make large in- 
I vestments without proper knowledge 
and attention to the minute details, 
and failure is the result. 
We must 


I follow a few fundamental rules if we 
are to succeed. 
! 
Poultry authorities do not advise 
farmers and others to go extensively 
: into poultry production work until 
I hey have learned how to select, cull, 
breed, house and properly feed and 
care for their poultry. 
If one has 
not the time to go and take a ten-day 
poultry short course, or to learn in 
other ways how to do the work, he 
should not venture into the poultry 
raising business. 
It is best for the farmer to put his 
small farm flock of fifty to a hundred 
birds on a paying basis. 
Then later 
after succeeding with the small flock, 
the poultry department of the farm 
can be increased and made larger. 
Commercial work on a large scale can 
then be gone into. 
Tho poultry department of the 
farm can be made the best paying 
of all the departments. 
The money 
turn-over is quick. Cockerels are sold 
as fryers at eight to ten weeks old. 
Pullets from high producing stock 
W'ill begin laying at five to six months 
of ago. Poultry products, either eggs 
or table fowls, can be sold every 
week in the year.

MOST PROTFITABLE 


In a recent exhibit entitled “Pork 
Production,” shown by the United 
States department of agriculture at 
the International Livestock Exposi­ 
tion in Chicago, the department gave 
the essential points for raising swine 
economically. 
According to the authorities, good 
breeding stock, proper mating and 
careful feeding of the brood sows are 
all important; 
but a point in hog 
raising that should receive more at­ 
tention, because it is often neglected, 
is the necessity of keeping the young 
pigs growing continuously from the 
moment of birth to maturity. 
Even before the pigs are weaned 
they should have access to corn in 
self-feeders as a supplement to the 
sow’s milk. 
As soon as they are 
w’eaned the pigs should be kept on 
full feed, either by self-feeder or by 
hand. Approved types of self-feeders, 
hay-racks, troughs and water foun­ 
tains were shown in the exhibit. 
Proper feeds and exercises furnished 
to vigorous pigs of proper type result 
in hogs of market weight at about 
eight months of age. 
“The profitable pig is the one that 
never stops growing from farrowing 
to market” is a good slogan for every 
hog raiser.

FIRST PRODUCTION 
FROM DAIRY COWS 


The man who makes the greatest 
success with his d a i r y is the one who 
knows exactly what each cow is do­ 
ing. 
He must know what each of Ii is 
cow’s is eating and how that effects 
the amount of milk they are giving, 
and the amount of butter they make 
from the milk. 
There is a vast difference in the 
amount of food required by different 
cows. 
Some cows are capable of 
handling a very heavy ration while 
the digestion capacity of others is 
very limited. 
Some cows produce 
large quantities of milk immediately 
after coming fresh and then in a 
short time fall below the profit mak­ 
ing basis. 
Others give a good quan­ 
tity until bred-'then fall off in yield. 
Any cow should give a good flow of 
milk up to within two months of the 
time for calving. 
If you are buying 
cows from a man who does not test 
or wTeigh his milk, do not depend too 
much on what the owner tells you, 
for he may be deceiving himself. 
Sometimes it is better to place more 
dependance on the outside appear- ■ 
ance of the cow. 
| 
In selecting a dairy cow 
characteristics must be considered. 
The first place, the cow should he 
healthy and strong in constitution. A 
cow is sometimes apparently strong 
and yet a poor feeder 
It is impor­ 
tant, that dairy cows be good eaters. 
When they fail in this respect they 
are rarely large milkers. 
A cow may 
have a good constitution and yet be 
a poor milker, her food going to fat 
rather than to milk.

Efforts are being put forth by the 
bureau of animal industry in Texas 
and the livestock sanitary commission 


J to interest towns of the state in the 
area plan of eradicating tuberculosis 
in cattle. 
The plan contemplates an 
i area being designated for the eradi­ 
ca tio n of tuberculosis and the testing 
and slaughtering of re-actors until 
the area is entirely free of tubercu­ 
losis and the keeping of such area 
i in such condition, according to Dr. 
Leon G. Cloud, state veterinarian. 
Dr. S. H. Moore, veterinarian of 
the bureau of animal industry, has 
been in the Panhandle for several 
days visiting towns of that section 
and conferring with the city officials 
health officers, dairymen and private 
citizens on the work.

The Literary Digest in a recent 
issue declared that “foster parentage 
averts the divorce evil, prevents soli 
tude and satisfies the maternal in* 
stinct not otherwise requited, and it 
seems to be not an entirely unselfish 
attitude, altho just as beneficial to 
Jibe child as if it were, that prompts 
some people to give the comforts and 
rewards of home life to some or­ 
phaned child." 
The article quotes 
several well known people who testify 
to what childres adopted by them 
have meant in their lives. 
In an. editorial on the same subject 
the New York Sun observes, “those 
who ,tho qualified to rear asd educate 
children, have none of their own, may 
do a genuine service to society as 
well as to the children who otherwise 
would receive only the always inade­ 
quate care of a charitable institu­ 
tion." 
The orphanages in 
Texas, 
over 
twenty-five of them in all, are inade­ 
quate to care for all the orphaned 
and neglected children in this great 
state. 
For twenty-six years the Texas 
children’s home and aid society has 
been quietly at work finding homes 
for unfortunate children. The society 
was founded by the late I. Z. T. 
Morris, a minister who was known 
throughout the state on account of 
his service to children. 
According to 
Roy Stockwell, the superintendent of 
the society, the organization is mak­ 
ing a determined effort to secure 
homes for children from five to fif­ 
teen years of age. 
The society places 
small children also but has no trouble 
finding homes for them. 
“We can state from our experience 
involving hundreds of children," Mr. 
Stockwell says, “that no matter how 
much the foster parents have to offer 
a child, it is seldom that the parents 
are able to do more for the child than 
the child does for the home. 
If 
people without children could only 
4Kow what a difference a child makes 
in a home, there would be fewer 
childless homes in Texas. 
“Many people who are able to give 
a child a good home hesitate to do 
so because they are unwilling to take 
chances on a child about whose his­ 
tory they know’ nothing, or because 
they do not wish to have the child 
disturbed by relatives. 
In taking a 
child from this society one does not 
assume these risks, because we make 
*it our business to know thoroughly 
1he children whom we place, and we 
lake every precaution t o prevent dis­ 
tu r b a n c e of the child by relatives.
